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UNUSUAL IRRITATIONS CAUSED BY 
IMPACTED THIRD MOLAR 


(A case report) 
Carle H. Scholl, D. D. S. 


The patient, female, white, 32 years of age, presented herself with a 
history of a twitching and soreness of the left eye and pronounced discom- 
fort in the upper left central and lateral incisors. The incisors were sensi- 
tive to thermal changes and to pressure. 

The x-ray disclosed an impacted upper left third molar. The tooth 
was in a horizontal position with the occlusal surface directed toward the 
cheek. There was apparently no pressure against the second molar roots. 

The tooth was extracted under a local anesthetic. Upon examination, 
a glass-like hypercementosis was found covering a considerable area of the 
tooth and fusing the roots. 

Within twenty-four hours all discomfort and irritation had disappeared 
from the eye and from the incisor teeth. When the post-operative examin- 
ation was made, the patient volunteered the information that she had had 
her eyes examined three times during the past year. She was told that there 
was nothing wrong except her own imagination.

HEALTH AND ACCIDENT INSURANCE 


Your retiring president, R. M. Walls, and your present committee 
have both spent a lot of time and energy investigating insurance policies. 
They have done this to promote the welfare of the state society and for the 
benefit of all members. 

Since the announcement of the policy selected, some few reports have 
come in that various statements have been made decrying the value of this 
policy. Statements have been made that it is too expensive, that it is not 
a special policy, and that it does not contain any special features not ob- 
tainable in any ordinary policy. Do not believe these stories ; they are being 
circulated for selfish metives either through ignorance of the policy or to 
deliberately mislead you. 

Be assured that we know of no better policy for the insurance of a 
practicing dentist that is available for as low a premium. You may now 
have a better policy, but if you really do, you are paying more for it and 
very likely you are paying from 20% to 50% more than the premium asked 
for this policy. 

The committee has not depended on their own knowledge of insurance 
in selecting this policy. Copies of the three most desirable policies selected 
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were submitted without names to a disinterested broker of experience and 
unquestioned probity. He confirmed the committee’s opinion. 

Compare the various indemnities and features with any other policy. 
If you would like any more information or a sample policy to check clause 
by clause, write to either the committee or to the official broker. He is rep- 
resenting the society as well as the insurance company and his honesty and 
integrity is undisputed. 


RECENT DEVELOPMENTS IN 
HEALTH INSURANCE

The country virtually seethes with plans for the medical care of the 
indigent and lower income bracket groups. 

Voluntary Health Insurance plans are springing up like mushrooms ; 
many of them sponsored by state medical societies. Michigan, California, 
Florida, Minnesota, New York and Utah, have plans either adopted and 
approved or in the process of being considered for adoption. Pennsyl- 
vania now has such a plan in the legislature sponsored by the State Medical 
Society and another plan sponsored by the remaining professions of the 
healing arts group to cover the same ground. 


Most of these state programs are in the embryo stage, with the plan 
being tried on an experimental scale in one or more counties. There are no 
actuarial figures to guide the committees at least as far as the dental benefit 
costs are concerned. There is a wide variance in the services to be delivered, 
the fees allowed, and group to be covered. Some include dental care, others 
do not. The cost of the dental service seems to be a deterrent factor. Where 
dental service is not included, the dental profession should see that certain 
services are specifically disallowed ; for instance, treatment of fracture of 
the jaws, osteomylitis of the jaws, Vincent’s infection and numerous 
others which are now in the general province of the oral surgeon. 


The Federal government is now committed to the care of a large group 
of our population thru its National Health Act introduced by the sponsor 
of much of the New Deal security legislation, Senator Wagner. This act, 
to be administered by the Children’s Bureau, The United States Public 
Health Service, and The Social Security Board, is wide in scope and in 
many instances confers much too extensive authority on the administra- 
tive agencies. Restrictions are limited, limitations vague and obscure, and it 
provides no guarantee that actions considered by large majorities as harm- 
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ful and destructive, will not take place. From a dental standpoint there is 
no assurance that dentistry will not be considered as a minor auxiliary 
service to be meted out when funds and the inclination of administrators 
permit. There is no guarantee that decent professional standards will be 
met or that dentistry will receive the consideration it merits as a health 
service. 

The Farm Security Administration last October announced the ap- 
proval of plans to provide for the medical care of 77,000 additional clients 
in the midwest, bringing the total of this experiment in socialized medicine 
to over 100,000 families in 16 states. The F. S. A., with unaccustomed 
modesty and publicity shyness, has staged a gigantic rehearsal for Health 
Insurance. By the end of June the Administrator, Dr. W. W. Alexander, 
plans that between 150,000 and 200,000 families will be included or up- 
wards of one million persons. The F. S. A. subsidizes cooperative societies 
and county pools, advancing at present $2.00 per family for emergency 
medical care including emergency dental care (8% to 15% of the money 
expended going for dental services). The program has been in effect about 
three years. Chiseling, cheating and abuses are already a problem to the 
administrators. 

The City of San Francisco enacted by charter amendment upon vote 
of the electorate the first compulsory health insurance law in the United 
States. Ten per cent of the population of the city is affected; $2.50 per 
month is deducted from the pay envelope of each municipal employee and 
limited dental care is included in the benefits. 

Municipal insurance plans are new, but industrial plans for the same 
purpose are at least a half century old; for example, the plan of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Co., called, ironically enough, the “Voluntary Relief 
Fund.” Designated physicians and hospitals, medical care and cash ben- 
efits are features of the plan. Undoubtedly some abuses occur, but the 
plans are considered very satisfactory in operation by the company and em- 
ployees involved. 

The A. D. A. at its last meeting passed the following resolution : 

“Your committee is convinced that satisfactory dental care cannot be 
rendered under a compulsory health insurance system. We therefore do 
not favor such a plan, but do approve voluntary budget plans under profes- 
sional control which will enable patients to apportion costs and remove 
economic barriers which mitigate against adequate dental care.” 

European Health Insurance Systems are successful in direct propor- 
tion to the amount of compulsion involved. However, the people of the 
United States are “Insurance Minded” and voluntary insurance may be 
more suitable. The penny a day insurance plans are certainly popular and 
gaining in numbers daily. 
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Nevertheless, one would have to be more optomistic than erudite to 
think that Voluntary Health Insurance is the answer to our problem of 
dental care for the masses.

MEDICAL SERVICE 


HEALING 
ARTS SERVICE 


Before the House of Representatives at Harrisburg are two sets of 
Bills, one presented by the representatives of the State Medical Society of 
Pennsylvania, and the other set, numbered 934 and 1098, presented by 
representatives of the Pennsylvania Osteopathic Association, the Pennsyl- 
vania Pharmaceutical Association, The Pennsylvania State Nurses Associ- 
ation, and the Pennsylvania State Dental Society. 

These bills were introduced to provide an opportunity for the forma- 
tion of voluntary non-profit corporations under professional control to 
make available a very limited medical service in the first set and a wider 
Healing Arts Group service in the latter, on an insurance or pre-payment 
basis. 

Two bills are required but there should be only one set of them. How- 
ever after several conferences on the subject by all the groups concerned 
the Medical Group withdrew from further conversation and refused to 
participate in the attempts to produce a set of bills that would (a) offer to 
the citizens of this State a broad health coverage (b) and give to the par- 
ticipating groups equal representation in the governing bodies. 

Securing the best legal talent available, bills 934 and 1098 were then 
drafted which included the best features of the Medical Society bills, plus 
the features and rights that the other groups had from the very beginning 
urged the Medical group to include. I regret that I cannot go into more 
detail about the principles involved, nor to dwell upon the importance of 
either having our bill passed, to the exclusion of the others, or the accept- 
ance of suitable amendments to the bills projected by the medical groups. 

It is equally important, in the minds of those who are actively engaged 
in this battle, that if neither of the propositions stated above comes to pass, 
the Medical Society’s bills must be defeated. Both sets of bills have been 
reported favorably by the committees to which they were referred. If the 
Legislative Committee asks your aid, respond at once.

Forget theories and practices for one evening and turn out for this 
general meeting.

IE-XPERIMENTAL INVESTIGATION OF SODIUM HYDROXIDE AND OF POTASSIUM 
HypROXIDE AS PuLP SOLVENTS. 


By Prof. Dr. J. J. Holst and Dr. P. O. Pedersen (Copenhagen) 


The authors undertook to determine the solvent effect of sodium 
hydroxide and of potassium hydroxide on pulp tissue. For experimental 
purposes they considered the use of human dental pulps, pulps from calves 
teeth, calves muscle, albumen tubes, and umbilical cord as a test medium. 
Because it more nearly approached the human dental pulp in composition 
and because it could be obtained in large quantities necessary for the tests, 
calves pulps were finally decided upon. A pap of finely chopped calves 
pulps was prepared for each series of tests. Usually, 0.5 gram of this 
material was mixed in a test tube with 5 cc. of the test solution (NaOH or 
KOH). The test tubes were then placed in a thermostatically controlled 
shaking machine to insure more complete action. The solvent effect upon 
the pulp tissue was observed every 2.5 minutes until complete solution oc- 
curred. Variations in concentration of test solution and of temperature 
were made and effects noted. 





After 620 individual tests, the authors concluded that (1) a potassium 
hydroxide solution is superior to a sodium hydroxide solution for dissolv- 
ing pulp tissue ; (2) the most effective concentration of potassium hydroxide 
solution was found to be in the neighborhood of 20% (17.5 cc. of test solu- 
tion and 22.5% when 1.25 cc. of test solution was used); (3) when de- 
composed pulp tissue was used as the test material, the solvent time was 
reduced ; (4) the addition of small amounts of dentin did not influence the 
time required to effect solution.

INFECTED DENTIGEROUS CysT OF THE ANTRUM OF HIGH MORE: 
Case REPORT 
By D. F. Weaver 

Following recovery from influenza, the patient, a man, 47 years old, 
noticed soreness and swelling of his left cheek, a sense of nasal fulness, 
and a small amount of thin secretion from the left nasal cavity. Since 
the condition did not improve, he consulted a rhinologist who attempted to 
wash out the left antrum by intranasal puncture. The return flow was 
negligible, much of the fluid being retained. When severe pain developed 
in the left side of the face, with swelling and tenderness, the patient pre- 
sented for treatment at the Mayo Clinic. 

After examination of the patient, and from his history and roentge- 
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nologic findings, a diagnosis of dentigerous cyst with rupture and cellulitis 
was made. Heat was applied locally and sedatives were given to control 
the pain. On the third day the temperature rose to 102.5 F., and sulfanili- 
mide was administered. The following night spontaneous rupture of the 
abscessed cyst occurred and the contents drained into the mouth. The 
temperature dropped to normal and immediate relief from pain occurred. 
The swelling subsided and the patient left the hospital five days later. 

About two weeks afterward the patient was readmitted for a sub- 
mucous resection and Caldwell-Luc operation of the left side. On un- 
covering the left antrum through the alveolus, a mass of rubbery consist- 
ency was encountered, since the bone had become resorbed. Upon enter- 
ing the cyst, broken down material from the previous infection, and an 
unerupted tooth were found. The cyst, extending well beneath the orbital 
wall, was removed in its entirety. The pathologist’s report was a dentin- 
gerous cyst with squamous cell lining containing a single well-formed 
tooth. The postoperative course was uneventful. 

Comment: In retrospect, the reason the fluid injected during lavage 
of the antrum did not drain back, was that the cannula had passed directly 
into the unrecognized dentigerous cyst through the naso-antral wall and 
therefore could not escape. The original pain was probably caused by 
swelling of the mucous membrane lining the antrum incident to the infec- 
tion of the nose, at which time the antrum was completely filled by the cyst. 
If the cyst had been smaller and had not filled the antrum, the roentgeno- 
logic diagnosis would have been easier. Although the pathologist’s’ diag- 
nosis was dentigerous cyst, the possibility of an adamantinoma was raised 
because portions of the capsule were like eggshells. In this case, the bony, 
antral walls had been resorbed but fortunately the mucous lining of the 
nose was preserved. Such a pathologic entity is rarely encountered.

FAMILIAL OCCURRENCE OF LEUKEMIA 
By R. Laub 

Laub describes ‘the clinical history of a woman aged 26, who was 
under his observation and who died of myeloid leukemia. The patient’s 
mother had died at the age of 32 of the same disease. The author calls at- 
tention to the fact some investigators regard the familial occurrence of 
leukemia as merely accidental, whereas others believe that hereditory fac- 
tors play a part. Curschman, for instance, believes that the familial oc- 
currence of leukemia is not accidental, while Naegeli and Petri regard an 
accidental concurrence as most likely. Laub’s observations are that familial 

occurrence of leukemia is due to hereditory factors.

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ABSENT TEETH AND DELAYED DENTITION IN BABY 


To the editor: A white baby, an only child, aged 16 months, has a com- 
plete absence of teeth. The baby held its head up at 2 months, sat up at 6 
months, walked at 11 months and says several two syllable words now. 
Mental development normal and physical examination normal except for 
a tendency to dry hair, dry skin and absence of teeth. Wasserman negative 
and no family history of syphilis or delayed dentition. X-ray examination 
of the skull shows unerupted teeth present. X-ray examination of the wrist 
bones shows only two carpal bones present which, according to the roent- 
genologist, shows the development of a 6-months infant. I started thyroid 
extract medication orally, daily. Are there any other causes of delayed cal- 
cification of the carpal bones than thyroid deficiency. How long shall I 
continue giving thyroid extract, etc. 

Answer: It is doubtful whethe~ the infant discussed is suffering from 
a lack of thyroid secretion. It is true that delayed dentition and tardy 
ossification of the carpal centers accompany thyroid deficiency. However, 
physical and mental developments are retarded also. It should be pointed 
out that there may be considerable individual variation in the time at which 
the carpal bones become calcified. The infant mentioned may well be within 
the range of normal. 

If there is no response to the treatment within one or two months, the 
administration of the thyroid gland extract should be discontinued.

TRIGEMINAL NEURALGIA 
A QUERY 

To the Editor: A white man aged 50 weighing 240 pounds (109 Kg.) 
has been suffering from a trifacial neuritis for the past three years. These 
areas are especially painful to touch so that even washing the face is a pain- 
ful task. I have used every method possible to find a focus of infection. 
His sinuses and teeth are negative to x-ray examination, but even so I have 
had him have the extraction of several suspicious teeth with an apparent 
slight temporary relief. I have given him every medication possible, in- 
cluding salicylates, cinchophen and Oxo-ate-B. I have used all types of 
physical therapy, including short wave diathermy. Triethylchloride has 
been given as inhalations for pain, but the only partial relief he gets is with 
soluble phenobarbital 1% grains (0.1 Gm.) by mouth. Will you please 
suggest a cause, some means of diagnosis and a treatment, as the only other 
treatment I can think of is the injection of the ganglion.

Answer: According to the diagram sent by the inquirer, the patient 

suffers from pain in the area of distribution of the opthalmic and maxillary 
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divisions of the right trigeminal nerve. Because the pain does not cross the 
midline to the left side of the face, because of the initiation of pain by 
cutaneous stimulation and because foci of infection are not present about 
the head, the diagnosis of major trigeminal neuralgia (tic doulx-oureu) is 
probably accurate. It is not mentioned whether or not there are discrete 
dolorgenic zones which set up the pain when stimulated by touching or 
washing the face, nor is it stated whether there are signs of other cranial 
nerve involvement which would suggest the presence of a lesion of the 
paratrigeminal area. The cause of trigeminal neuralgia is generally con- 
ceded to be unknown. Permanently successful treatment consists of section 
of the trigeminal root proximal to the gasserial ganglion, by way of a sub- 
temporal, extradural approach. Alcohol injections offer uncertain and at 
the best only temporary relief from the pain of trigeminal neuralgia.

THE CASE FoR PROPHYLAXIS WITH SULFANILAMIDE AND 
SULFAPYRIDINE 
By E. D. Hoare 

Experimental data recorded by Hoare appear to justify the clinical use 
of sulfanilamide derivatives in the prophylaxis of hemolytic streptococcus 
infections. The author found that mice can be protected against an in- 
fection by hemolytic streptococci by the subcutaneous injection of a single 
dose of sulfapyridine within the previous forty-eight hours. 

Prophylactic immunization may be indicated in maternity work, in 
association with tonsillectomy, in a patient known to be a carrier of 
hemolytic strepococci and possibly to prevent an extension of a dangerous 
infection when operating on the mastoid or other acutely infected tissues.

A Stupy oF TEMPORARY FILLINGs aS HERMETIC SEALING AGENTS 
By Louis I. Grossman 

In an effort to determine the value of materials used for sealing root 
canal dressings, Grossman studied the permeability of the materials more 
commonly used as temporary fillings. The materials tested were tempo- 
rary stopping, base plate gutta percha, zinc oxyphosphate cements, “Pro 
Tem” and zinc oxide-eugenol cement and combinations of these materials. 

Capillary tubes were partly filled with the test filling material and tested 
for permeability to dyes, to saliva, and to test organisms. Of ten agents or 
combinations of agents tested with a dye, only three showed no leakage. 
When the same agents were tested with saliva colored with a dye six showed 
no leakage. When test organism were used the findings were essentially the 
same (From J. D. R., 18:67, Feb., 1939.)
